Attlee And Churchill

London, June 6. : 


Prime Minister Attlee and his wartime predeces- 
sor Winston Churchill shelved their domestic 
differences yesterday and united in measured 
criticism of Soviet Russia. oa 

“Not only has a curtain descended from the Baltic 
to the Adriatic,” said Mr. Churchill with som- 
bre emphasis, ‘nut behind that. is a broad band 
of territory containing Germany, one-third 
the population of Europe, apart from Russia. 
It is here that the seeds of a new world war are 


being sown.” 

Mr, Attiee expressed full sup- 
port of Foreisn Seeretary 
Ernest Bevin--who — yesterday 
accused Russia of obstructing 
the way ta perce—and snid dif- 
ficulties were attributable to 
Moscow's insistance on a rigid 
and Htera) interpretation of the 
Potsdam agreement denying all 
flexibility. 

“T think,” Mr. Attlee told a 
silent House of Commons, “that 
they disregard the spirit in 
which we entered into these 
things in Potsdim.” 

Mr. Attlee said Moscow seem- 
ed incapable of understanding 
the western system of govern- 
ment and a_ political epposition, 
adding that the ‘iron curtain’ 
that separated them was a cur- 
tain between minds, 


Attlee Optimism 

The debate, which came on 
the second day of a two-day re- 
view of British forcign policy, 
brought one shaft of optimism 
from Mr, Attlee: | 

“T do not believe,” he said, 
“that we should judge the pre- 
sent state of the world wholly 
pessimintically. I. believe, in 
the overcoming of our diffi¢ul- 
ties, none will play a greater | 
part than Mr, Bevin.” 

Mr. Churchill — diseussed | 
Franco Spain as “one of the 
least aggressive of the nations 
of the world,” and declared: 

-“L believe it is a fact, to put 
it mildly, that there is as much 
freedom in Spain under the 
Franco regime, and a good deal 
mere ‘security and happiness for

Witness maintained that there 
were no offences against discipline 
on the part of men belonging to 
his Company, except in the caso 
of a sergcant-mojor who was 
found In a gombling don. Witness 
wns confident thar the men In his 
Company wero friendly ond hu- 
mane to the Chinese. “No matter 
how good a soldier ia, every human 
being ts inclined to go to the bad 
aide and therefore as a Command- 
ing OMtter I ulways’ had to gpuide 
my soldiers to the best side.” 


No Gestapo 


Witness admitted having heard 
about the Russian Ogpu and Ger- 
man Gestapo, but sale shac the 
Japanese Kempeitai did not have 
any seeret police. 

According .to witness, prisoners 
detained wero trented _ gecording 
to social standing. ‘People of 
highet socinl standing ‘were treat- 
ed better than loafers. 
did ‘not consider Ip to be anyhody 
vut of the ordinary. As Ip was 
an old man, he thought some extra 
food might be necessary. 

Witness also. referred to the 
fact ‘that the’ Japanese were 'ex- 
peéting British: troops to land in 
Mong Kong and that much.-time 
had been occupied in. practisinir 
counter attack planr.

INCIDENT 


Only the presence of 
mind of two Commandos 
saved the lives of those in 
Taipo Police Station on 
Wednesday. evening in 
an incident ‘involving 
Chinese soldiers. ; 

The affair started when a 
quarrel between two Chinese in 
Tuipo developed, with four 
Chineso soldiers becoming — in- 
volved. A party of police, to- 
gether with Commandos and 
Chinese military police, went to 
the acene and too into custody 
three Chineso soklicrs and a 
Chinese civilian, 

En route to the station two 
of the soldicrs escaped. 

At the.station, while . the 
Chinese civilian. was being 
searched and a tireurm = taken 
from him, he drew a_hand- 
frrenade, He was perauaded to 
rive the grenade to ono of the 
Chinese military police, but ot 
the same time he removed the 
pin, 

The Chinese military police- 
j man put the grenade in his poc- 
ket, whereupon « Commando 
| grabbed the grenude and threw 
it through a window. The 
j#renade — explodid harmlessly 
outside ‘ 

The Chinese soldier was then 
searched and relieved of a re- 
volve following which he, too, 
‘drow a grenade and pulled the 


pin. | . 
; Another Commando snatched 
the grenade and hued it into 
the compound where it explod- 
ed. None was injured. 

Tho soldier has been ‘handed 
over to the Chinvsc military au- 
‘ thorities.
